We 
learned in New Orleans that the 
city is only five feot above water 
jevel and because of that all the 
houses have no basements oF raised 
ones. The grave yards in New Or- 
leans are very famous because thay 
are so old and because of thelr con- 
dition. Some of the tombs have sunk 
into the ground and only the tops 
are visible or they are lopsided. 

We saw the jail that held the pi- 
rates, the Lafitte brothers and from 
which they escaped. We also saw 
records of slave transactions and 
the block from which slaves were 
sold. It was from thie same block 
that Lincoln saw the slaves being 
sold and that set him against 
slavrey.

Pinks and carnations or dianthus 
received their name from the Greek 
Dios and Anthos meaning God's 
flower. 

The dahlia was named in honor 
of A. Dahl, a world famed Swedish 
botanist of about three cent 
ayo. These tuberan rooted flowers 
of Mexico and Central America are 
very showy. 

The Acientifie name of the sun- 
flower is Helianthus, which comes 
from the two Greek words Helios 
(wun) and Anthos (flower). 

Nasturtiums were supposed to 
have grown in the hanging gardens 
of Babylon, It is considered one of | 
the oldest known cultivated flowers, | 
The leaves, stems, and secds are} 
hot and peppery to the taste, ‘The 
name nasturtium means “nose twis- 
ter” from the French Nasus (noae) 
and from the Latin tortum (to 
twist).

The Oregon school is about 21 
yeurs old, having been built in 1918, 
and has always been known as the 
Lewis and Clark.
